The  paragraph  of  General  Orders  referred  to  reads  as  follows: 

"  When  a  soldier,  absent  from  his  command,  certified  by  the  surgeon 
or  assistant  surgi  •  ;  of  the  army  to  be  unfit  foi.  present  duty,  andihat  his 
health  requires  his  removal  or  change  of  climate,  the  commander  of  the 
fjost,  if  access  to  the  commander  of  the  department  or  of  the  army  in  the 
field  be  difficult,  may  grant  the  soldier  a  furlough,  not  to  exceed  30  days, 
and  submit  the  application  for  a  longer  period,  if  necessary,  to  the  Ge- 
neral to  whose  command  the  soldier  may  belong;  or.  without  granting 
the  furlough,  he  may  refer  it  to  the  discretion  of  such  Commanding  Ge- 
'sieral."
